Great news from Washington, at leaBt for those facing the FCC's recent mega- 
forfeitures! According to a report on the ham radio "Newsline" (#886), the D.C. 
Circuit Court of Appeals threw out the Federal Communications Commission's 
"revised fine structure", which was adopted in 1991. Reasons were that the FCC 
had not issued a proposal of rule making and had allowed no period for comments 
from outside the Commission. This leaves the FCC with three possible options: (1) 
appeal the ruling, (2) revert to the old fine structure that only allows up to $2,000 

FCC to choose option #1, but they will have to stop their extortion attempts until 




Another unlicensed FM station has been Shut down despite the FCC'a lack of 
response to a court's "show cause" order. 10-watt KNAC, which operated at 90.0 
MHz from Naalehu, Hawai'i, was raided by FCC agents, US Marshalls, and Hawai'i 
Police in February and the studio equipment was stolen. KNAC had been 
broadcasting a pro-sovereignty message to about a four-mile radius of the town 
near Ka Lae (South Point) for only a few weekB. FCC spokesperson Jack Shedletsky 
gave the usual "party line" for the raid, "...everybody has the idea that they can 
have a radio station in their bedroom, and that results in 'bedlam' over the 
airwaves." Naalehu has no local radio service. KNAC was the second unlicensed FM 
broadcaster to be shut down on the Big Island in about two years. [Hawai'i 
Tribune-Herald, 27 Jan and 1 Feb 94, via Chuck Boehnke] 

I'd never heard of "Afterimage" (a publication of the visual studies workshop) 
either, but in V22N1, Summer '94, they have a three page article about 
micro'casting! "The Revolution Will Be Microwaved" features interviews with Steve 
Dunifer (of FRB), Mbanna Kantako (of BLR), and Paper Tiger TV, and explains that 
the concept of public access is contrary to the government envisioned "information 
superhighway, which is really controlled access. There is no mention of shortwave 
in this article, but it is thought-provoking and well worth a read. US$3 per copy

The fact is, you could (and did) answer the only (one!) rhetorical question asked 
in the July column in a very few words: there is "NO difference" between USB and 
LSB. Thank you. But why, then, did you deliberately waste my time and money on 
the ANARC BBS with THREE extra-long messages on topics never raised? First, you 
make several assumptions, all of them understandable but all of them erroneous.

Aa a 
columnist my job is to (1) present data which, In my humble opinion, will benefit 
Free Radio enthusiasts and perhaps help keep them out of trouble, and (2) make 
people THINK. I will not apologize to you or anyone else for doing that. Fifth, since 
when has Free Radio needed or wanted "standardization"? And, more importantly, 
who are YOU to standardize it? The scene has done just fine without your input 
for a good many years, and will continue to do so. If you want to standardize, 
enlist in the FCC. REAL free radio enthusiasts are not interested in such drivel. 

Sure, it. is possible for an Op to "maximize" his audience by joining the crowd on 
one frequency, but is that really such a good thing? And why would one WANT to 
maximize his audience unless he wanted reports to verify? To settle on 7385 or any 
other frequency (whatever mode) just because everybody else hangs out there 
Bmacks of a "sheep" or follower mentality. It also makes it easy for LAD or the 
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fake Radio USA/KGUN to jam everybody, and increases the ease with which the FCC 
can locate you. If that's not stupid, I don't know what is! Furthermore, it minimizes 
the challenges - and the rewards - of Free Radio DXing; how many Euros have you 
heard while playing games on 7385? I'll bet zero. Hopefully, most real enthusiasts 
are intelligent and mature enough to think for themselves and draw their own 
conclusions, without any undue influence from either myself or you. Don't hold 
your breath waiting for an apology; you'll be very blue and cold before you get it. 
Feel free to write again - if you understand what you're arguing about, can stick 
to the subject, and be concise. Oh yes - kindly print out your letter(s) and mail 
them to me; I cannot afford to waste a lot of money on the BBS. jta

As part of this new policy, the Cox wire reported that "U.S. radio and television 
broadcasts to Cuba will be increased, possibly through the use of airplanes that 
can broadcast messages, as was done recently in Haiti." There are already literally 
dozens of anti-Castro clandestine! and quasi-clandestines on the air, as well as 
Radio/TV Marti, the VOA, and several Spanish language broadcast stations in Miami 
that feature anti-Castro programming on MW and FM that is audible in parts of 
Cuba. Despite the existing blizzard of broadcasts, Clinton has announced that he 
intends to set up another USA clandestine. Obviously, ACE members in the 
southeastern USA will want to keep a very close eye on this situation. 

I quote another paragraph from the Cox story: Jorge Mas Canosa, chairman of the 



'extremely happy and in full support of the President." Castro has responded on 
the airwaves by a continuation of the heterodyne Jamming that we have now 
become used to. I heard the Jamming on August 20 around 0200 UTC on the 9941.4 
kHz frequency of the reactivated La Voz del CID (note slight frequency shift), the 
9955 kHz channel of Radio Miami International that was carrying Mas' La Voz de la 
Fundacion, and the still-mysterious Radio Caiman on 9965 kHz. This Jamming shows 
up from time to time on other licensed USA broadcasters who carry anti-Castro 
clandestines, such as WRNO, WHRI, and WWCR. 

J. D. Stephens of Alabama checked into the ACE BBS to aak how I concluded that 
the Jamming on 7375 kHz (now 7385) waa from Cuba. The Cuban Jamming is very 
distinctive, as we have previously discussed in this column. It sounds Uke a 
multiple set of whining heterodynes, or a bunch of car horns simultaneously 
running constantly off in the distance. J. D. aaks the puzzling question, "Why 
would Cuba want to jam RFPI?" ThiB is a good question, and it baffles me. Most 
RFPI programming has a leftist tinge to it, and they seldom attack Castro. But, 
everything in the Cuban radio scene is subject to turmoil at the moment. 



is is also the case in the 
s medium wave jammerB a 
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clandestine by the indirect evidence of Cuban medium wave activity. In the past, 
Cuba haa not used the heterodyne jammers on medium wave. They instead crank up 
superpowered medium wave transmitters with regular programming from Cuban MW 
stations. Many of you will remember that in the past, this has caused difficulty for 
some USA medium wave stations who suffer QKM in the process. Thus, It might be a 

It is also possible that some of the new USA clandestine activity could be on 
shortwave. The long history of CIA shortwave stations goes all the way back to 
Radio Swan and Radio Americas in the 1960's. It is highly likely that Radio Caiman 
is a USA-funded operation. In this column for the last couple of months, we 
discussed the USA funding situation in the context of La Voz del CID's QRT for two 
months, and its subsequent reactivation. There is plenty of anti-Castro clandestine 
activity on shortwave, and several big USA MW broadcasters may not be too 
anxious to see the return of a Cuban medium wave transmission war. So, shortwave 
operations cannot be ruled out for the allegedly forthcoming new Cuban 
clandestine. 

All of this is obviously big news that will be of interest to many ACE members. So, 
if you hear anything, we will be very anxious to hear about it. 

RADIO DEMOCRACY Dj flAiU 

I can't remember any time in the past when half of the ACE "Clandestine Profile" 
column was devoted to North American medium wave clandestine*. But, this month 
we are doing it. We have been discussing the new airborne Radio Democracy 
clandestine in Haiti, which has been operating on 4VEH's old medium wave 
frequency of 1035 kHz. At first there were many reports that the station had a 
very poor signal that may not have been very audible, even in Haiti. Since then 
there have been loggings of the station, so it clearly has been operating. 

Quite a few logs have been printed in places like the DX South Florida newsletter 
and IRCA's DX Monitor bulletin. ACE and PopComm editor Harry Helms of California 
checked into the ACE BBS to point out one of the better ones. Expert medium wave 
DX-er Ray Moore of Key Largo, Florida heard Radio Democracy Just prior to their 
0100 UTC sign-off. He reported a poor signal subject to Intense QRM. Harry notes 
that Ray is one of the top medium wave DX-ers in the world. So, if Ray had a bad 
signal, it Is evidence that Radio Democracy Is clearly not using a powerhouse 
transmitter. 

I checked several times for the station myself Just before 0100, which is sunset at 
this time of year In Cleveland. On several occasions I heard nothing. But, I then 
noticed that Dave Valko in Dunlo, Pennsylvania reported hearing a heterodyne on 
1035 kHz from 0035-0100* on August 8. (His tentative log was in Fine Tuning #748). 
So, I checked out the frequency with greater vigor. On both August 18 and AuguBt 
19 I heard a reasonably substantial heterodyne on 1035 kHz, signing off at 0100* 
on the 18th and 0102* on the 19th. I had very little audio on this hot, so I 
obviously must classify it as an extremely tentative and completely presumed log of 
Radio Democracy, based upon only the frequency and sign-off time. But, if I am 
hearing a het in Cleveland, It could be possible for some of our southeastern USA 
ACE members to puU in a little audio. The channel is still well worth checking out 
on a virtually daily basis. Also, if the station is really putting out a heterodyne 
audible in western Pennsylvania and northeast Ohio, it could be that we are 
somewhat underestimating the audibility of the station within Haiti itself. 

ANOTHER NEW CUBAN CLANDESTINE? 

Via the ACE BBS, Kirk Trummel of Missouri and Glenn Hauser's "World of Radio," a 
new Cuban clandestine with the ID of "Radio Fuente (?) Nacional Cubano" was 
reported on 7020 kHz at 2200 UTC on July 9. The log Information got somewhat 
garbled by this third or fourth hand Information method, but apparently a 
Colombian DX-er heard this with a pretty good AM signal. I have checked a couple 
of times for the signal, but without any success. Haa anybody else been hearing 
this? Many anti-Caatro groups have historically used the low end of the 40 meter 
ham band for their operations, despite digital ham QKM from the USA and Canadian 
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Many of you undoubtedly saw the July 31 message on the ACE BBS from John 
Vodenik of the VOA's Bethany, Ohio relay station about the maaalve change* that 
are being implemented to the VOA'a domeatic tranamittera. John pointed out In the 
message that VOA management decided to close the Bethany transmitter while 
implementing a 50X cut to the big Greenville transmitter In North Carolina. The 
startling news is of obvious relevance to ACE membera, so we need to cover «> 

I got additional information from sources within the VOA. A dispute has arisen 
between domestic tranamitter site peraonnel and VOA management In Washington. 
Some of the Washington crowd, a few of whom are political appointees with little 
knowledge of broadcasting, have concluded that the VOA'a domestic shortwave 
transmitters are no longer needed. They are being replaced by satellite feeda, new 
foreign transmitters, and leased airtime on foreign domestic MW and PM stations. A 
budget cut has forced decisions on priorities. The closure of Bethany and the 
drastic cutbacks at Greenville have resulted. 

Several VOA personnel have questioned the wisdom of the decision. Many foreign 
VOA transmitters are in countries experiencing political instability. For instance, 
the Monrovia transmitter was completely destroyed during the Liberian civil war a 
couple of years ago. Although it was not widely covered in the genera] press or DX 
publications, the VOA Philippines transmitter suffered bomb damage by terrorists 
recently. The VOA tranamitter personnel question the wisdom of relying on foreign 
transmitters in countries where the danger of political Instability is real. In 
addition, they point out that domeatic USA transmitters are considerably more cost- 
effective than most of the foreign VOA relay sites. Many new sites have 
experienced enormous construction cost overruns, and the local labor and utility 
costs are often high. The VOA does not have monitors to make sure that their 
leased airtime on local stations actually results in VOA broadcasts from these local 
transmitters. However, as 1 write thia column, it looks extremely likely that VOA 
Bethany will go silent at the end of September. Most of VOA's Greenville operatlona 
also seem imminently doomed. 

We have two schools of thought about all of thia in ACE. When the news broke on 
the ACE BBS, some ACE members treated this as good news. The VOA has been 
clogging up the 41 meter pirate band with various operations, notably the 
Greenville transmitter on 7405 kHz. Some ACE members said "good riddance." On the 
other hand, I point out another perspective. As you see in the previous portions of 
this column, the USA has recently found the need to Increase its international 
broadcasting on a sudden spot basis on multiple occasions. It seems crazy for the 
government to close down the great majority of its domeatic shortwave international 
broadcasting capability in the midst of this set of circumstances. 

But, we have seen crazy declaions from the USA government before. In fact, we 
have seen lots of them, over and over. Such decisions are often covered in depth 
in The ACE. One example of a previous idiotic broadcasting decision was the 
complete shutdown of AFRTS's shortwave relay network. Literally millions of 
listeners on a worldwide basis regularly tuned in AFRTS when it was on shortwave. 
I used to do this myself on a routine baala when I was out of the USA. The AFRTS 
lineup of news from domestic networks, ballgames, etc. was of extremely high 
quality. It was an outstanding ambassador of the USA to the world. Now that it is 
gone, USA shortwave broadcasting consists of the nearly worthless boring crap 
that VOA programs regularly, plus the endless right wing preachers who present a 
warped view of the USA to the world via the various USA commercial shortwave 
broadcasters. I sometimes think that within the USA State Department and the 
United States Information Agency, it would be hard to find enough knowledgeable 
and competent personnel to fill a Yugo. These guys don't seem to realize how 
stupid they appear to the rest of the world. 



Since Bethany's days look numbered, it would be a good idea to keep our eyes on 
its operations in mid-to-late September. I have heard some unusual rumors from 
sources inside the VOA that I can't print, but be advised to keep your ears open! 




clearly identifies the tone of the piece: "Pricey, Stupid, and Wrong: Will Congresa 
Kill TV Marti," by Peter Kornbluh and Jon EUiBton of the Cuba Documentary Project 
of the National Security Archive in Washington. They quote U. S. Representative 
David Skaggs, who calls TV Marti "the propaganda equivalent of the Hindenberg," 
since nobody in Cuba can aee the broadcasts. 

Skaggs points out that the Congress passed legislation mandating that TV Marti 
should be shut down in 1994 unless the director of the United States Information 
Agency certified that the broadcasts were being watched In Cuba. Given completely 
effective Cuban Jamming, a USIA advisory panel "categorically" concluded on March 
28 that "Cuban government jamming prevents those broadcasts from being received 
by any substantial number of Cubans." Nevertheless, on July 7, USIA director 
Joseph Duffey said that TV Marti serves "the best interests of the United States," 
and that It is "consistently being received by a sufficient Cuban audience to 
warrant its continuation." We have a long list of proven liars who have worked for 
the Federal Government over the years, including guys like Oliver North and 
Robert Altman. We now add Joseph Duffey to this list. By the way, the article 
points out that the March 28 report was issued under the auspices of a three 
member panel that was named in December 1993. The executive director of the 
panel, named by Duffey, was Robert Leiken. Several years ago, Leiken "was a 
collaborator in Oliver North's public diplomacy efforts In support of the contra war 
against Nicaragua," according to Kornbluh and EUlston. They quote a secret White 
House memo from 1986 that refers to this. 

The Kornbluh and Elliston article is very interesting, so you may want to check it 
out at your local library. They discuss the history of USA clandestine broadcasting 
to Cuba, the Influence of Jorge Mas Canosa on USA Cuban broadcasting policy, and 
several related themes. It says that despite recent legislative defeats for TV Marti 
funding, Senator Ernest Hollings of South Carolina could restore the funding in 
conference committee this month. The article also says that "the State Department 
has contingency plans for a major role for Radio and TV Marti if an uprising 
against Castro occurs." A classified appendix to the March 28 report contained 
testimony from USA Intelligence officials about "the U.S. government's strategy and 
preparations for upheaval in Cuba," It is possible that some of these plans are 
being implemented right now. Scott Edwards pointed out that National Public Radio 
ran extensive coverage of this situation during their August 12 broadcasts. 

SHOE SHINE BOY NEWSLETTER

He also wants the frequency information for "Patriot 
Movement" stations that counter the UN plot. Five extreme right wing organizations 
are listed, each of which presumably support the Patriot Movement.

Fall Is a'comln', so get those antenna projects out of the way, before 
really adverse weather hits. Nothing's worse than trying to maintain or repair an 

antenna system In a snowstorm! 

Speaking of antennas, many enthusiasts have heard of the J-pole and It's 
performance. It's normally used In VHF/UHF applications, so It'd be a natural for 
the FM broadcast band! I first got the Idea for an FM BCB antenna when I read 
Lew McCoy's "More Bang For the Buck" J-pole article In CQ Magazine (July "94). I 
thought the J-pole would be Just the ticket for very low-mllllwatt stations. BE 
AWARE THAT IN MOST CASES, THE J-POLE CAN CAUSE EMISSIONS HIGHER THAN THE 
FCC ALLOWS, so this Info should only be used where the operator knows the 
emissions will not get him/her Into trouble, or where a station Is to be set up In a 
foreign country...

They use five connections: + and - power, Input, output and bias (If I remember 
correctly). They also have to be heat-slnked to a metal part for heat dissipation, 
or they will disintegrate very shortly! Hybrid modules of Interest In the range of 
the FM BCB are the M67742 (30 watts), M67743H and M67743L (both 7 watts). With a
